The Union Government-has won a decisive victory at the polls. | 
At an early hour Tuesday morning, practically complete returns from | 
the eastern provinces and results not quite so complete from the west 
indicate that apart from.the soldiers’ votes to be counted in January, | 
the Government will have a majority in excess of 45, 

The provinces east of the Ottawa river more than verified the 
predietions of those who believed that the Unionists and Liberals 
would break about even, but Ontario and the west proved a surprise. 
The Opposition counted on at least 20 seats from Ontario and only | 
got 10. Liberals thought they could count on not less than 15 seats 
in the West, but up to 1 o’eclock Tuesday morning, Molloy, of Pro- 
vencher, Man., and Stork, of Skeena, B.C., are the only supporters 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier elected. Two or three seats in Northern 
Alberta may still be in doubt because of the large number of country 
polls still to be heard from, but there is little to indicate the proba 
bility of more than four or five oppositionists being elected in Western 
Canada. 

In Ontario, 72 of the 82 constituencies have been won by the 
Unionist forees and all the ministers have beey elected by large 
majorities, The Opposition has been successful only in North Water- 
loo, Russell, South Renfrew, Prescott, South Perth, West Middlesex, 
Kent, South Essex, North Essex and South Bruce. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier and his running mate, H, McGivern, were de- 
feated close on to 1000 majority in the capital, but the Liberal leader 
was returned in Quebee East by six thousand majority. 

Quebee did even worse for the Unionists than was expected, 62 
out of the 65 seats going into the Liberal column, The three suceess- 
ful Unionist candidates in Quebee were Hon. C. J, Doherty, who won a 
three-cornered fight in St. Anne’s division, Montreal; Hon, C, C, Bal- 
lantyne, who was elected by a good majority in St. Lawrenece- 
St. George division, and Sir Herbert Ames, who still holds St. An-

Among the prominent persons who 
displayed the greatest interest in the 
result of the election was former Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, who kept tn close 
touch with the office of the Canadian

from Oyster Bay. Col. Roosevelt de- 
clined to comment on the result of the 
election other than to s@y that he had 
| the fullest confidence in the will and 
| ability of the Canadian people to work 
out their own «political salvation in 
jharmony with the best interests of

LONDON, Dee. 17.—In atatacks 
Preceding the surrender of Jerusalem 
the Turks eniployed *storming troops 
in Successive assaults on Nebu Samuel, 
northwest of the Hold City, then held 


by London troops, according to a 
Reuter dispatch from British head- 
quarters in Palestine. The dispatch, 


which was sent by airplane, gives de- 
tails of the capture and the entry into 
Jerusalem, 


Final Turkish Attack 

The final Turkish attack was pre- 
ceded by such a heavy shelling that 
it appeared the enemy was confident 
the British would be blown off the 
summit, but all their attacks were 
repulsed sanguinarily. The Turks had 
4 strong line west, south and north- 
cast of Jerusalem. They were well 
provided with machine guns and their 
artillery dominated the crests over 
which the British should have to ad- 
vance, Some Turkish guns were plac- 
ed just over the city hall, making it 
impossible to reply to their fire with- 
out endangering the town. A torren- 
(lai rain made the roads impassable, 
the correspondent continued, while a 
chilly east wind pierced the eodden 
soldiers to the bone, The problems of 
supply and transport almost drove 
us to despair. The camels were un- 
able to keep a foothold on the slip 
pery paths, Nevertheless, the food and 
ammunition supply was maintained 
fuliy. 


“On the night of December 7, when | 


our attack began, the men moved up 
under cover of darkness, the attack 
pivoting on Nebu Samuel, from which 
the Londoners advanced eastward to- 
ward Jerusalem, while -other troops 
ascended the Hebron road, threaten- 
ing the town from the south. 
Hard Vighting 

“They found Hebron evacuated, but 
encountered resistance around Beth- 
Jehem, where the Turks also had post- 
ed guns so that counter-battery work 
would endanger the gacred 
Hence our troops had the disagree- 
able experience of being shelled with- 
out the ability to reply, But they pres- 
sed forward and by noon of the 8th 
were two miles north of Bethlehem. 
The Londoners had a hard task on the 


steep slopes of the Julian Hills, where | 


it was impossible to bring field guns 


to thelr support, but some mountain 
batteries anil howitzers rendered 
magnificent service and by seven in 


the morning the Londoners had come 
to grips, and had captured all the 
enemy works west of the town. The 
Turks still heid the last line on the 
ridge overiooking Jerusalem, having 
posted numerous machine guns in the 
houses of the Jewish and German 
colonisis in the furthest outskirts of 
the town, The position was charged 
late on the afternoon of the 8th, The 
agnificent feat was crowned wiih 
complete success and the Turks were 


driven out at the point of the bayo- 
net, the survivors belting to either 
side of the town. Their losses were 


enormous, 
Desperate Spirit 
“Throughout the whole 
around Jerusulem the Turks showed 
a more desperate spirit and a Preater 


tenacity than ‘n almost any previous 
fighting. They stood their ground to 
the laet. . 


“During the night the Turks with 


drew to the north and east of the elty 
and at 8 o’¢lock on the morning of 
the %th the mayor and chief of police 
came out with a flag of truce and 
urrendered tae town, 


“Acceptance of surrender was made 
formally at noor without actually en- 


tering the elty, only pickets being 
posted to prevent surprises. Mean- 
time, our troops swept through the 
suburbs northward, being subjected | 
to machine gun fire from the Mount 
of Olives and Mount Seorpns, 


“The ridge of Mount Scorpus, north 


of the city, was stormed with the 
bayonet and the Turks were cleared 
from the Mount of Olives. 
Demonstratiosn of Joy 
“Rig demoustrations of joy broke 
out when the general advanced to 


take the surrender of the city. Flow-! 


ers were showered on the troops and 
the populace clapped their hands te 
testify to the joy of deliverance from 
the hands of the oppressors. 
“Further north the Turks were’ es- 
tablished in a long series of trenches 
around the village of Beitikes. These

Wonderful Co-ordination 

“The wonderful co-ordination of all 
our movements In itselif speaks praise 
for the admirable staff work. Of con- 
ditions in Jerusalem I learn that in 
the early days of the war and the 
abortive Turkish attacks against the 
Suez canal, the Turkish losses in pack 
animals exceeded 45,000 dead from 
neglect, lack of food and overwork. 
The people were so famished from 
hunger that they used to fight for the 
bodies of the animals that died in 
and ahout the town. Then there was 
suspicion and persecution. 

“Everybody suspected of sympath 
izing with the Allies were either im- | 
prisoned or killed. Many persons were | 


executed, Among those was the mufti| 
of Gaza, belonging to a distinguished 
Arab family, who after an attempt 
to escape, was captured and hanged 
with his eon outside the Jaffa gate, 
All aged subjects were sent away, 
but the American colony of about 306 
Was not moles‘ed. It did noble work in 
relieving distress, aided by funds from 
Aimerica, 

“When the United States broke off 
relations with Turkey these funds 
were discontiiued. Nevertheless, the} 
members of the colony persisted in| 
the good work to the best of their 
ability, and between January and} 
March of this year they assisted mor 
than 250,000 persons. They also took 
charge of hospitals and have done 
splendid service. Recently, the Ger-| 
mans attempied to obtain the exile of 
all Americans from Jerusalem. The 
Turks opposed the proposal, but a} 
number of younger males were sent! 
to Damascus. It was a!so intended to} 
deport the remainder, but the British | 
arrival defeated the intention. 

Hold Out to the Last | 

“Early in November, Envev Pasha | 
the Turkish minister of war, came to} 
Jerusalem and returned to Constan- 
tinople, where he recommended tha: | 
the town be evacuated. Three days! 
later, however, a change was made 
reinforcements being hurried down. 
A proclamation was issued saying 
that the Turks would hold out to the 
Jast. The new forces were very trucu- 
lent and it is even said some of the 
sacred edifices were mined. 

“Later General von Falkenhayn ar- 
rived and took control of defense! 
measures, The day prior to our entry | 
workmen were stil! engaged in fitting 
his headquarters with eleetrie light. 

“The population of Jerusalem is 
heart and soul with us and there can- 
not be the slightest doubt of the at- 
titude of the Jews and Arabs, Ac- 
cording to the Turkish estimates there | 
are in Palestine nearly 25,000 Arabs | 
and Jews who deserted the army

‘BRITISH COLUMBIA 


MADE COIN IN 1861 


Mint at New Westminster—Offic- 
ial Squabbles, Labor Trou- 
bles, Killed Enterprise 


An interesting sidelight on the early 
history of the province of British Co- 
lumbia appears fn a lecture by R. L. 
Reid, K.v., under the heading of “The 
Coinage of Gold Coins tn British Co- 
lurmbia.” 

Two generations ago, Mr. Reid 
pointed out, B.C. was an absolute wil- 
derness, without even a name. In 1859, 


however, ocourred the last of the 
three great “devil dances of the 
world,” the great rush for gold. | 


With the influx of population, the 
need of a currency Was increasing v 
felt. Gold dust was an unsatisfactory 
substitute. On the other hand there 
was @ great reluctance to ship the) 
precious meta! to San Francisco, the 
nearest station where it could be 
coined, Treasury notes were Issued by 
the colony, Engilsh money was im- 
ported, and at last an assay office was 
established at New Westminster, | 
where the gold was cast into ingots | 
This was in 1860, 

In November, 1861, Clautlet went 
to San Francisco and bought up a 
second-hand coining outfit, and Kuner 
was employed (to cut the dies The 
machinerey arrived in New Westmin- 
ster and the pliant ins.alled. But much 


friction developed between Capt. | 
Gossett, treasurer of BC. and the 


eolonial governor, Sir James Dougias 
Further hindrance came by way of a 
strike for higher wages on the part of 
the employees of the assay office.

FOOD CONTROLLER ISSUES 
ORDER REGULATING PRICE 
TO BE PAID TO FISHERMEN 


The following order has been issued 
by the Food Controller regulating the 
price to be paid fishermen in Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta: 

“Whereas, by an order of His Bx 
cellency, the Governor-General-in- 
council, dated November 15, 1917, I’ 
©, 3214, it is, amongst other things, 
provided that: 

“The Food Controller may, from 
time to time, by written order pre- 
scribe the maximum amount of profit 
or the maximum price (or both) to be 
charged on the sale in Canada, or 
within any part or pareel of Canada| 
designated by tho Food Controller, of 
any food or foods or any food product 
or food products designated by the 
Food Controller.” 

And, whereas, it Is advisable in the) 
public interests to make the follow- 
ing order:

WAR VETERANS 


Canadians Returning Home Will 
Now Come Through Ameri- 
can Channels 


Toronto, Dec. 17—The World says 
}today: “It is understood that for at 
|least some time all soldiers returning 
|from overseas service to Toronto mill- 
tary district will come via New “York 
city and Buffalo instead of via Cana- 
dian Atlantic ports 

“Word has ben received that a party 
of 900 Canadian returned soldiers have 
already arrived In New York harbor, 
| but the military hospital commission 
| has not been notified as to when they 
will reach Canada. . 

“The plan of bringing the Canadian 
| war veterans back home via New York 
city calls for the establishment of a 
| military, clearing station at Staten Isl- 
fand. Under the new plan the returned 
soldiers instead of being delayed at At- 
lantic coast ports to be “boarded” by 
medical officers will be sent right 
through to their destinations in Can- 
jada, thus elminating the delay of sev- 
jeral days, sometimes weeks which the 
returning soldiers had to suffer before 
seeing their relatives again. It is ex- 
pected the new arrangements will call 
for the war veterans being at once 
placed on leave on reaching their home 
cities with instructions to report at a 
later date to be boarded.

Elizabeth Barton was a religious 
fanatic who lived in the reign of 
iienry Viii of England, She was 
generally called the Holy Maid of 


ent, and was the daughter of poor 
parents. After her fifteenth year she 
became a servant in a household at 
Allington. In some manner she got 
into the hands of designing persons. 
who taught her to throw her face and 
limbs into contortions and to pretend 
to prophetical powers. Their princi- 
pal object, it seems, was to bring fear 


into the hearts of heretics, and “The 
Maid of Kent" devoted particular 
attention to these, denouncing them 


fand predicting divine vengeance upon 
them, Gradually she sought to ex- 
tend her powers, and even went so 
far as to venture’ her predictions 
against the king. She announced that 
if he should proceed in his attempt 
to obtain a divorce fram Catherine of 
Arragon, and marry another woman, 


he would lose his throne’ within 
seven months. This was evidently a 
litfle too strong for the sensitive 
Henry VIII, and he ordered her ar- 


rest, together with that of her accom- 
plices, ,**Tin Maid of Kent" was 
brought to trial at Tyburn and ‘ried 


for high treason, and, after being 
found gullty, was executed in that 
famous prison in the year 1543. Her 


accomplices suffered the same fate. 


The first woman to win 
fame as a soldier was Deborah Samp- 
son, who was born in Plympton, | 
Mass,, 157 years ago. Fired by patri- 
otism, she dressed herself in men’s 
clothes and entered the Continental 
army, joining the Yourth Massachu- 
setts regiment under the name of 
Robert Shurtleff. She took part in 
several battles and was a seasoned 
soldier before Molly Pitcher gained 
immortality by serving the gun of her 
slain husband in the battle of Mon- 
| mouth, Deborah Sampson served 
three years in the ranks, starting her 
military career when she was eigh- 
teen. She received a sabre cut in the 
temple in an action at Tarrytown, and 
afterwards was shot in the

Thies is a deiiciovs hot bread when 
properiy made, Place in a mixing 
bowl one cupful of creamy cold mash- 
ed potatoes, Add one cupful and a 
half of iye flour, half a teaspoonful 
of salt and two teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder. Rub in with the 
finger tips a scant tablespoontul of 
clarified beef drinping and wet with 
cold sweet milk to a dough that can 
be handied. Handle as little as pos- 
sible; roll oue lightly on the bread 
board: shape into a circle and lay in 
a greased pan, 

Cut in wedge-shaped pieces, brush 
over with a iittle meited buiter, and 
bake in a quick oven catil crisp and 
brown. This cake is to be spiit open 
and served with butter,

“3, Examine furnace and see that 
there are no cracks at floor line, to 
permit air leakage into the ashpit. 
Make sure that all firing, ashpit and

“4, Endeavor to keep the entire

filled, heaping the coal slightly In the 
centre.

The fact that he js but a 
youngster has something to do with 
this, but the fact remains that Johnny 
O'Leary's successor has a lot to learn 
before he can hope to make a favor- 
able showing with some of the Yankee 
lads in the lightweight division.

Tait lacks totally in footwork and 
his right-hand punches are ‘‘tele- 
graphed.”

Tomorrow will be Georgia's fete day, the birthday of that state's 
most famous and distinguished citizen, Tyrus Raymond Cobb. Ty 
will start his thirty-seeond annum on this oblate spheroid tomorrow 
If he follows precedent, Ty will celebrate with a hunting trip, and 
while hé may not be quite so proficient with the gun as with the bat, 
he ranke among the Vareesoer sportsmen of Georgia, a state which 
is full of Nimrods. he Tiger swat king, like so many other ball 
players, has great fondness for a gun, and he is an expert marksman, 
When he unlimbers his artillery in the hunting fleld the game prob- 
ably feels very like the twirler does when Ty comes to bat and the 
result is much more fatal. There are probably more shooting fans 
among ball players, proportionately, than among the men of any 
other trade or profession. Very few of the diamond pastimére are

tive in the ring from 1882 to 1898, when years and booze gave him 
the count. Two or three years ago it was reported that La Blanche 
was a hopeless victim of liquor, and was spending most of his time 
at a estate farm in Massachusetts. He was a Leen CAnnalan, a 
native of Quebec, and his real name was Blais. It Wae about a quar- 
ter of a century ago that La Blanche won the middleweight echam- 
pionship by knocking out Jack Dempsey in the thirty-second round 
at Ban Francisco, using the pivot blow, which has since been barred. 
Many boxers besides The Marine have used novel punches which, if

Tens of 
thousands of British subjects, 
whose right. te vote ‘had never 
heen previously questioned, were 
disfranchised by statute passed 
by a self-eleeted Parliament whose 


members were denied the privi 
lege of defending—or of even 
fairly declaring—the rights of 


their constituents. The women of 
five provinces were disfranchised 
by an unblushing misinterpreta 
tion of the plain and accepted 
meaning of the cleetion law. 
Amendments were introduced in- 
tothe Election Aet which swept 
away the legal protection of the 
voter and practically placed in 
hands of the Ministers and their 
election officials power to enfran- 
chise and disfrauchise at will. 
This power they exercised whole 
sale, with a disregard for popular 
rights and common honesty never 
attained or attempted before. It 
is doubtful if as many qualified 
citizens were disfranchised by the 
law as were deprived of their 
votes by election officials with- 


out law and in defiance of the law, | 


To expect a Government so. es- 
tablished to be responsive to pub- 
lic opinion would be to expect the 
nnreasonable It was not exeated 
by the public, but by the section 
of the publie who were not by law 
forbidden to vote or kept from 
voting in defiance of legal permis 
sion. It succeeds itself in virtue of 
an adroit and unscrupulous use of 
power to prevent the expression 
of the publie will; and nay be ex- 
peeted to govern with correspond 
ing and characteristic disregard 
of the public, their views and in 
terests. 


Due for Punishment. 

If Canada isto be governed by 
the will of the people it is neces 
sary that enumerators, returning 
officers, and any other publie offi 
cials who have taken part, volun 
tarily or under orders, in the 
country-wide plot to disfranchise 
voters in defiance of law must be 
rounded up and put in jail. What 
is the use holding an election if 
qualified voters are not allows d to 
vote? And, if offieials are taught 
by experience and example that to 
steal votes is not a punishable of 
feuse what hope have citizens of 
Canada that they will not be rob 
bed of their franchise rights in fu 
ture as 80 many of them have been 
at this time?
